Frequent  cultivation  is  essential.  Time  for 
planting  varies  according  to  climate,  but  is  safe 
after  all  danger  of  late  frost  is  past.  Tubers 
should  be  planted  six  inches  deep,  laid  flat,  eyes 
or  sprout  upward. 

The  following  varieties  we  offer  are  healthy 
field  grown  divided  roots,  two  eyes  and  up,  good 
planting  size  and  true  to  name.

ANDREAS  HOFFER,  (C).  A  lovely  narrow 
petaled  cactus  of  ideal  form  and  soft  tender 
coloring.  A  most  delicate  shade  of  pink  with 
salmon  suffusion  passing  to  a  creamy-white  cen¬ 
ter.

AMERICAN  LEGION,  (C).  A  large  clear 
golden  yellow  with  curved  petals  on  long  wiry 
stems.

BAGDAD,  (D).  An  immense  flower  of  flam¬ 
ing  scarlet  red,  borne  on  long  stems  high  above 
the  plant.
